strongly about KIBITZ-15* In a sense t£Z 3 s claim to be able to mntrol 
KIBITZ-15 could be misunderstood as a slight to C H and TL 3 who had 
failed in their ability to establish control over the agent- Since I had an 
opportunity to discuss KIBITZ-15 with C- <3 a number of times during his 
period of handling the agsnt, I want to make it perfectly plain that I consider 
H J*s work to have been of a superior nature, ariH that I would have gone 
along completely with the disposal of KIBITZ-15 had C H continued to 
recommend it as a resoonsible case officer. I changed my mind after the trans- 
fer of the case from C 3 to C -3 because of the following two factors. 
First, the transfer coincided with c. H 1 s review of the case, which in turn 
broueht our whole relationship with KIBITZ-15 into clear focus and provided 
£ 3 with an unusual opportunity to pick the case up on an entirely different 

basis than £ -3 had been able to arrange. Second, there nan be no doubt 

but that 3 £ J is an older and more experienced person than C 3 ■, and 
therefore his approach to +.h» matter of control is necessarily more sure- 

footed and effective than Cl 3 had been able to arrange when he was plunged 
into talcing the case over from a relatively weak case officer. 

In closing, may I suggest that any future letters written in the tone 
of EG§ft-57H be addressed to the Chief of Mission rather than to any one of our 
base chiefs. It is C 3 view that between the Division and his office 
there can exist 'the widest latitude of outspokeness in any matter about which 
there is a difference of opinion. However, he cannot agree to having the Divi- 
sion address correspondence to the bases that is as unrestrained as this par- 
ticular letter. If any base chief or any senior officer in the Mission needs to 
be set aright, it is his duty to take^t{a^ / necessary action. 
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
